Workshop On Instruction In 
Library Use: 


SUMMARY OF A SUCCESS 


Sunshine and hospitality abounded as 
Concordia hosted the 20th Annual 
Workshop on Instruction in Library Use at 
the Loyola campus on May 22-24 last. 
One hundred and forty registrants from 
across Canada and the United States 
attended workshop sessions and mingled 
during social events, exchanging ideas, 
experiences and concerns about libraries 
in general, and library instruction in 
particular. The participants came primarily 
from academic institutions, and were from 
as far away as Dallas, Texas, and Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, in the U.S., and from both 
ends of our country, Newfoundland and 
British Columbia. 


For the first time at these workshops, 
sessions were conducted in French by two 
of the invited presenters, One of these 
sessions was also repeated the following 
day in English. A sizeable contingent of 
francophone registrants came from 
Montreal institutions and universities as 
well as from other Quebec universities and 
CEGEPS. 


Concordia was well-represented, both 
among the speakers and the participants. 
Helena Gameiro, as chair of the 
Workshop, and Dr. Louis Vagianos 
welcomed the participants to the opening 
session, and introduced the keynote 
speaker, Maureen Pastine of Southern 
Methodist University. Anne Galler 
presented a workshop session on 
Bibliographic Instruction for Credit. Many 
Concordia librarians attended workshop 
sessions, some doing simultaneous duty 
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as representatives of the Local 
Arrangements Committee with 
responsibility for various areas of the 
workshop organization. 


Leading the planning and organization for 
the workshop as Chair of the Steering 
Committee and of the Local Arrangements 
Committee, Helena Gameiro had 
dedicated great time and effort to her role 
for much of the past year. She was 
rewarded by seeing the workshop run 
smoothly, and by the appreciative 
comments of those who attended. Even 
the uncertainty of a power failure at 
midday on the second day of the 
workshop, did not faze our indomitable 
Helena! (However, with our afternoon 
sessions somewhat in jeopardy had the 
power not returned, everyone was relieved 
when the lights came back on, and our

Many people share the credit for making 
this workshop a successful enterprise. 
Wendy Knechtel and her intrepid team of 
volunteers staffed the registration desk 
and exhibits area for the entire three days, 
fueled by the muffins and coffee provided 
for the morning hospitality hour. They also 
carefully tended the photocopiers which 
proved to be temperamental (aren’t they 
all?) and produced the many copies of 
instructional materials wanted by the 
speakers and participants. Many plaudits 
to Wendy, Margaret Robertson, 
Margaret Sheremata and Ermine 
Campbell. Our roving photographer, 
Vanier's George Franko, captured many

colour, and had the photos on display for 
all to see at the end of the conference.

Vicki Lacroix’s expertise (both technical 
and salesmanship) ensured that our 
audio-visual needs were assembled and 
functioning. Anne-Marie Belanger 
guarded the budget to ensure that we did 
not become too spendthrift with our 
resources. Carol Coughlin was a second 
Concordia representative on the Steering 
Committee, and worked with Ruth Noble, 
Anne-Marie Belanger and Elizabeth 
Gibb of McGill, in organizing the 
hospitality events for the workshop. Sonia 
Poulin sent out the calls for materials for 
the exhibit area, and organized this as well 
as the multitude of signs needed to 
identify campus locations and workshop 
sessions. Other Local Arrangements 
Committee members from Concordia were 
Sandra Hoffman and Luigina Vileno. For 
all of us, it was a pleasure to be involved in 
this project, and particularly in seeing all 
plans fall into place, unfolding as they 
should. 


We hope that our visitors to the workshop 
will remember Concordia for its friendly 
atmosphere and a well-organized 
conference. Three days of sunshine was a 
special bonus, and it did help Loyola put 
on its best, most welcoming face to all 
there. And Helena Gameiro has every 
reason to be proud of a job well done, as 
she leaves on a well-earned sabbatical.

Sexual Harassment in the 
Concordia Libraries 


As a woman living in this society, | feel 
vulnerable to violence. An act of violence 
is any action (subtle or overt), be it in 
words and/or gestures, that undermines 
the self esteem and being of any person 
and/or group of people. A violent act 
occurs any time an individual institution, 
society, etc. does not value and respect 
the physical and emotional space of 
others. The Universite de Montreal 
massacre is a clear and painful indication 
that women are not protected from 
misogyny because they work or study in 
an academic institution. 


This article addresses a particular type of 
violence - sexual harassment in 
Concordia’s libraries. There have been 
incidents recently of flashing and 
exhibitionism in the Norris stacks area and 
someone wrote a misogynist message on 
one of the desks in the Norris Reference 
on the anniversary of the massacre. 


The Norris Library in particular is a lovely 
haven for any male who decides to harass 
by exhibition or ...(fill in the blanks). 


As library personnel, we are responsible to 
others and to ourselves. First we should 
educate ourselves in the proper 
procedures in the event a library user 
reports an incident; secondly we must 
learn to feel comfortable with our own 
reaction to inappropriate sexual conduct. It 
is important for women to collectively 
voice our fear so that we can recognize it 
and turn it into the determination to protect 
and empower ourselves. 


Ms. Sally Spilhaus of the Sexual 
Harassment Office, who was contacted 
after the afore-mentioned incidents 
occurred, believes that the libraries are 
perfect target for acts of inappropriate 
sexual behaviour because they are quiet 
and, in the case of Norris, secluded. Staff 
and users need to be more aware and 
must learn how to deal effectively with 
occurrences when they present 
themselves. 


Ms. Spilhaus welcomes the opportunity to 
speak with the various departments of the 
library system to establish an awareness 
of the sexual harassment policy enacted in 
February of this year. She may be reached 
at 848-4857 or at her office at S-K110, 
2150 Bishop.

Don’t Tote that Bale.... 


Staying upright and mobile should be 
easier for the one hundred and fifteen 
library staff who attended the training 
sessions on proper lifting and bending 
techniques. Mary Ross, a physiotherapist, 
conducted thirteen sessions, each an hour 
in length. Topics covered included: 


body structure 

general posture 

abdominal and hip extension control 
lifting, bending, pushing and pulling 
sitting positions 

exercises 

self massage and relaxation 
clothing and shoes 


Common sense characterized her advice 
about wearing comfortable clothing, not 
picking up too much at once, and lifting 
from the knees, not the back. She 
demonstrated some exercises - painless 
ones! intended to strengthen back 
muscles and make them less vulnerable to 
strains. : 


Your correspondent, who had crippled 
herself bending and lifting things at CLA 
two days earlier, could barely hobble over 
to the Technical Services session, but 
listened with unaccustomed interest when 
she finally arrived.
